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REMARKS 

The Office Action of April 20, 2005 has been received and both the 
Examiner's comments and references cited have been carefully considered. In the 
Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1 - 3 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Anderson (4,616,548); claims 4-9 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Anderson in view of Valkama (5,072,646); and, 
claims 10-22 were objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim. The 
Examiner also objected to the drawings because number 51 was not shown in Fig. 4 
as described in the specification. 

In response to the Office Action, claim 1 has been amended to include the 
structural elements formerly recited in dependent claims 4 and 10 which have been 
canceled. Dependent claims 5-9 and 14-22 also have been canceled. Applicant 
believes that base claim 1 as amended now is allowable. 

Claims 2, 3, and 1 1 - 13 are dependent on base claim 1 and recite additional 
patentably distinct features of applicant's invention. The dependent claims also are 
believed to be allowable. 
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New base claim 23 includes the recitations of original base claim 1 and claim 
1 1 dependent thereon. As noted by the Examiner, the prior art fails to disclose or 
suggest the combination recited in claim 23. Accordingly, applicant believes that 
base claim 23 clearly is allowable. 

Newly submitted claims 24 - 31 are dependent on base claim 23 and recite 
further patentably distinct features of applicant's invention. Applicant submits that 
new dependent claims 24 - 3 1 also are allowable. 

In compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), submitted herewith is a replacement 
drawing sheet of Figs. 3, 4, and 5, showing numeral 51 in Fig. 4. 

After the current amendment, fifteen (15) claims remain in this application; 
two (2) independent claims and thirteen (13) dependent claims. Twenty-two (22) 
claims and three (3) independent claims were previously paid for in this application. 
Applicant believes that no fee is due with this amendment. However, the 
Commissioner is hereby authorized to charge any fees that may be due with this 
amendment to Deposit Account No. 20-1375. 
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In view of the above amendments and remarks, applicant now believes that 
this application is in condition for allowance. Such action is most respectfully 
requested.
